fice employees outside of the city of 
Washington, aroused more Intense In- 
terest than almost any other single bill 
that has boon before- congress.

certainly resulted in more lively de- 
butes—"scraps" they might be called, 
as they often doveloptnl Into wordy 
contests between members on the Moor 
wherein each tried t.o bawl tho other 
out and the man wlih the loudest voice 
had the advantage. At such times the 
presiding ofllcer would nearly split his 
gavel trying to maintain ordor, but 
without success. 


Perhaps tho interest of all tho mem- 


bers of tho house In tho salary ques- 
tion can be explained by tho fact that 
they know about salaries and wages, 
whl'lo they aro not KO very well In- 
formed about high finance and similar 
stibjocts.

Americans Fail—Specially Trained 


Shock Troops Beaten. 


With tile American Army in France, 


April 
16.—Preceded, by .an 
intense 


bombardment of high explosives- and 
poison'gas shells, picked troops-from 
four German companies hurled them- 
selves against the American positions 
on the right bank of the Meuse north 
of St. Miiiiel, but were completely re- 
pulsed after terrific hand-to-hand fight- 
ing.

SENATOR W. J- STONE IS DEAD 


Chairman of Foreign Relations Com- 


mittee Succumbs at Washington 


Following Stroke of Paralysis. 


Washington, April 16.—Senator Wil- 


liam J. Stone of Missouri, chairman 
of the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee and for many years prominent 
among Democratic leaders, died here 
on Sunday. He had suffered a stroke 
of paralysis last Wednesday. 


Senator Stone was in public life 45 


years. It was in connection with the 
bill'proposing the arming of American 
merchant ships that he took sharp 
Issue with President Wilson. 
His op- 


position to the declaration of -war on 
Germany was also pronounced, and 
he declined to take charge of the war 
resolution. 
He believed that Ameri- 


can participation should be avoided if 
possible, but when the die was cast 
for.war he changed over night. 
He 


took his place with the supporters of 
war measures and consistently main- 
tained that attitude. 
He held it in- 


cumbent upon him to stand with his 
country regardless of his own views. 
Ho was born in Kentucky May 7, 
1848.

lines in the Ypres salient. 


Extent of Withdrawal. 


.Tnst how far the British lines havp. 


been withdrawn is not known. It may 
he, however, that, the German claim of 
faking 
Poelcapelle and Langernarck 


was the result of the British retire- 
ment. 
There have been reports that the 


Germans Have occupied the village of 
St. Bloi, which Hes less than Three 
miles south of Ypres, but these have 
not been confirmed. 
It also was said 


that'they have taken positions on the 
south slope of Mt. Kemmel, which is 
about two and a half miles north of 
Wulverghem. 


British Defense Solid.

Shatter Hun Advance. 


"The enemy also endeavored to de- 


velop an attack yesterday afternoon 
east of Robecqu, following the bom- 
bardment already . reported, but his 
advance was broken up by our artil-

"In consequence of the progress 


made by tlie enemy on the Lys front 
our troops holding our forward posi- 
tions east of Ypres have been with- 
drawn to a new line. The withdrawal 
was carried put-deliberately, without 
interference by the enemy. Yesterday 
afternoon parties of bis troops ad- 
vancing over our "old positions were 
caught by the flre of our outposts and 
destroyed...

For all silver that is to bo melted up 
iho bill authorizes the Issuance by 
federal rosorve banks of federal ro- 
Bcrvo notes In various denominations, 
including ?:l and $2, which aro to tn 
backed by cortlftcntos oT indebtedness 
or one year gold notes. This would 
rolcaso tho silver for shipment abroad 
Tor rocolnago, while assuring It with 
ample security.

Composition of Sea Water. 


It may Interest us to know of what 


old ocean Is composed. Sea water, in 
mldltlou to chloride of sodium, or com- 
mon salt, contains sulphate of potas- 
sium, sulphate of magnesium, traces 
of bromine, iodine and various other 
gaits. These minerals hnvo an appre- 
ciable Influence on tho temperature of 
OTB water, which is usually higher 
tBan that of fresh. For the heat of 
tbo solar rays is felt not merely on the 
surface but, because of the admixture 
of salts, penetrates the mass of water 
to a greater depth,

MAY MELT TIP SILVER DOLLARS 


WASHINGTON—The senate pass 


ed last Thursday the Pittman Din 
authorizing the secretary of the treas- 
ury to melt 350,000,000 silver dol* 
ars and use the bullion.to meet-ad- 
verse trade balances against the Uni- 
ted States ia foreign countries and 
to recoin as much of it as may be 
wanted for domestic use. 
The measure was urged by Secre- 


;ary McAdoo as necessary in i 
taining trade balances abroad 
relieving the strain upon gold 


Every silver dollar up to the limit 


of 350,000,000 in the treasury or in 
circulation may be taken up and eith- 
er "melted or brolcen up," as the bill 
puts it 
The measure provides a new 


rate of not less than $1 an ounce for 
silver that may be in future purchas- 
ed by the government. 


In recalling the silver .dollars the 


treasury is directed by the bill to 
call in at the same-time every silver 
certificate with the dollar as a basts. 
For all silver that is to be melted up 
the bill authorizes the issuance by 
federal reserve banks of federal re- 
serve notes In various denominations, 
including ?1 and $2, which are to ti-> 
backed by certificates df indebtedness 
or one year gold notes. 
This'would 


release the silver for shipment abroad 
Cor recolnage, while assuring it with 
ample security.

Place the crock containing the 


preserved eggs In n cool, dry place, 
well covered to prevent evaporation.

Tt Is springtime! 
Don't neglect to 


give your family some good old-fash- 
ioned greens, 
If you live in a large 


city, you may have to depend upon the 
greens which some country woman 
brings to market or upon spinach or 
kale,' which can usually be bought even 
In winter. 
If you live In (he country, 


perhaps your Instinct has already told 
you that the.'lender green leaves of 
the 
dandelion, lamb's-qunrter, 
wild 


mustard, or whatever variety of greens 
your locality affords are waiting for 
someone to gather 
them for 
food. 


People from primitive times to this 
have manifested a craving for green 
food as winter passes and springtime 
approaches. 
Probably 
this craving 


arises from a real need of our bodies 
for the materials which such foods 
furnish. 


Iron Is Essential. 


What Is the particular use of sud. 


foods to^our bodies? All green leaves 
contain in combination with the greet, 
coloring matter mofft or less iron. 
Tf 


we are to nave rich, red blood we, 
must furnish this Iron to our bodies. 
Dandelion greens are one of the very 
good sources of. iron, containing more 
Minn many other sorts of greer. leaves. 
If we serve greens with hard-boiled 
egg for gnrnish, WP have n dish very 
rich In Iron, for the egg yolk con- 
tributes its shnrc. 


Besides the iron nnd other mineral 


salts, the leaf vegetables contain a 
very Importunl: substance which the 
body must have for normal growth and 
development. This substance, recently 
discovered and for which a name has 
not yet: been given, Is also found In 
butterftit and some other animal fats, 
but: not in every food. 


Greens have a place of real worth 


In Ihe diet and-should be used In every 
household not only In springtime but 
late Into the summer mid, when pro- 
curable,, in the winter 
also, 
The- 


tender beet tops, celery tops, radish 
tops, onion 
tops, and 
turnip tops 


should not be discarded, but served as 
greens. A little space in the garden 
devoted to spinach, New Zealand spin- 
ach, or French chard will supply the 
family with summer greens and also 
should afford some material for can- 
ning for use during the winter months. 


Lettuce leaves, which are 
some- 


times cooked for greens, and spinach, 
both being mild flavored and contain- 
ing much water, require no water for 
cooking in addition to that which clings 
to Ihe leaves from washing. 
Other 


stronger-flavored 
greens are 
usually 


cooked in n small amount of water. 
Greens should be cooked until tender, 
but not overcooked. 
A tiny bit of 


baking soda added 1.o the wnter they 
are cooked In will help the greens to 
retain their color. 


In the country where meat Is cured 


at home, It used to be the custom to 
keep the jowl'of the hog for the espe- 
cial purpose of cooking it with greens 
In the spring, if the. Jowl Is not at hand, 
a small piece of salt pork or the rind 
from smoked bacon gives richness and 
flavor when, cooked with greens. 


Children should be encouraged to 


eat greens, ns they especially need the 
Iron and the growth-promoting sub- 
stance which greens furnish. 
Some- 


times they object to the slightly bitter 
taste which some greens have, but if 
made Into milk soups, the flavor Is 
diluted so that It is not noticeable.

Rice a La South Carolina. 


No food, regardless of it.8 merits, will 


appeal to (lie consumer unless it can 
be made into nn attractive dish. 
In 


this country rice usually comes to the 
table as an'uninviting, glutinous muss, 
except in certain sections of the South- 
ern states, where It IN served with each 
grain distinct and separate, making a 
very tempting and appetizing dish. A 
platter heaped with loose, flaky ker- 
nels of rice is not. only pleasing to the 
eye, but satisfying to the apetlte. It 
IK very probable that: the attractive ap- 
pearance of this dish on the South 
Carolina ''table has had much to do 
with the popularity and usefulness of 
rice in Unit state. 


In seeking Information on the nrf of 


cooking rice, no mistake Is made In re- 
ferring to South Carolina, where Ihn 
(rue value "f (his cereal has been ap- 
preciated for over two centuries. 
A 


Carolina housewife would ndvise the 
using of one pint of rice, after thor- 
ough washing, which she considers im- 
port ant, "lo a quart and n pint of wa- 
ter," 
and a teuspoonful of common 


salt. "This Is to be boiled over a quick 
fire for ten inlmiles, stirring occasion- 
ally. 
Then pour off all or nearly all 


Ihe water; cover Ihe vessel and put 
over a very slow tire, nnd allow it to 
steam for ir> minutes at least, stirring 
occasionally. 
The rice will he soft: or 


grainy, according to the q u a n t i t y of 
water left on it. when put to steam, ami 
the length of time allowed in the 
steaming. The larger the quantity of 
water and the shorter the steaming, 
the softer will be the rice."

America can supply tho dollars 


which will win this war. Our resoures 
arc conservatively estimated at $250, 
000,000,000 and the annual Income for 
the whole United States at $50,000,' 
000,000. 


Tho money Is in the hands of the 


people and to obtain the use of thli 
money, the government must either 
tax tho people or Issue bonds. 


What share of the bond taking 


should fall to tho farmer? Farm pro- 
ducts In 1917 were valued at 121,000,'

to be shown special consideration 
when It comes to helping out the gov- 
ernment with money. 
No 
farmer 


wishes It to be said of him In years 
to come that during the great war nil 
money was not working to bring vic- 
tory. There has never been a crisis 
In this country when the farmer has 
not come forward either with personal 
belp or financial aid, and there never 
(fill be a crisis when the farmer will 
act respond with tho same admirable 
rplrlt as shown by hla forefathers.

If we serve greens with hnrd-bollcd 
ogg for gnrnlsh, we have a dlsti very 
rl(l) In Iron, for the egg yullc con- 
tributes Its shnre, 


BpsldoH Ihe Iron and oilier mineral 


»nlts, the leaf vegetables contain a 
very Importunr suhManee which the 
body must have for iim-mnl growth and 
dcvolopment. This subsliuu-e, recontly 
(Uncovered and for which a name has 
not yet been given, Is also found In 
Initterfnt and some other iinlma) fats, 
but not In every food. 


Greens liuve a place of real worth 


In Ihe diet and should he used In every 
houbchold not only In springtime but 
Into Into the summer und, when pro- 
curable,, In Ihr winter also. 
The 


tender beet tops, celery tops, rndlsh 
tops, 
onion lops, and 
turnip tops 


should not be dlscnrded, but served as 
greens. A little spnee In the garden 
devoted to spinach, New Zealand spin- 
rich, or French chard will supply the 
fiimlly with summer gi'eens and also 
should afford some malerlnl for can- 
ning for use durlni? the winter months. 


Lettuce 
leaves, 
which are some- 


time? cooked for greens, and splnnch, 
both bolng mild flavored and contain- 
ing much water, require no water for 
cooking In addition to that which clings 
to Ilie leaves from washing. 
Other 


stronger-flavored greens are usually 
cooked In a small amount of water. 
Greens should be cooked until lender, 
but not overcooked, 
A tiny bit of 


baking soda added to the water they 
arc cooked In will help the greens to 
retain their color. 


In the country where tnent Is cured 


at home, It used lo be the custom to 
keep the Jowl* of the hoc for tho c.spe- 
cltl purpose of cooking it with greens 
ID the spring. If tho Jowl Is not at hand, 
a small piece of suit pork or the rind 
from smoked bacon gives richness «nd 
flavor when cookod with greens. 


Children should be encouraged to 


eat greens, us they especially need the 
Iron and tho growth-promoting sub- 
stance which greens furnish.

times they object to the slightly hitler 
taste which some Rreens have, but If 
made Into irillk soups, the flavor H 
diluted so that It Is not noticeable.

While high prices for 
eggs hist 


winter are still'.fresh'In your mind It. 
Is well to make a resolve to preserve 
eggs this spring when they are plenti-. 
ful for the se;ison of sc-.u-clty which 
comes in the fall and winter. Tutting 
up eggs in a water-glass solution or 
lime-water Is not an experimental en- 
terprise. 
Thousands of women pre- 


serve CBKS by these methods In the 
spring and early summer and keep 
them for winter use. 
Fresh eggs 


properly preserved will keep for eight 
to twelve month's Iu excellent condi- 
tion nnd may be used with good re- 
sults. 
If satisfactory results are to be ob- 


tained tho eggs should be fresh and 
clean, firm-shelled and, If possible, in- 
fertile. 
TSggs laid during-April, May 


and early June have been found to 
keep better than those laid later in the 
season. Eggs that float when placed 
in the solution are not fresh .and 
therefore, cannot be preserved. When 
rin egg is only, slightly soiled a cloth 
dampened with vinegar can be used 
to remove such stains. "Under no cir- 
cumstances should badly soiled eggs 
be used for preserving. If puflnto the 
jar while dirty they will spoil, .»nd 
washing removes a protective coating 
which prevents spoiling. 


Cost of Preserving. 


By the water-glnss or sodium sili- 


cate method eggs may be preserved at 
u cost of about two cents n dozen if 
the price of sodium silicate is 30 cents 
n qutirt. Tt Is not desirable to use the 
water-glass solution 'a second time. 
Here Is the water-glass method as 
described by specialists of the United 
State department of agriculture: 


Use 3. qJart of sodium 'silicate to 9 


quarts'' o£ water that has been boiled 
and cooled. 
Place the mixture in .a 


0-gu.llon crock-or jar. 
This will be 


sutllcient to preserve 15 dozen eggs 
and will serve as u guide for the quan- 
tity needed to preserve larger • num- 
bers ot eggs. 
' 
Select a five-gallon crock and clean 


it thoroughly, after which it should be 
scalded and allowed to dry. Heat a 
quantity of water to the boiling 'point 
rtnd allow it to cool. When cool, meas- 
ure out 9 quarts of water, place ..it 
In the crock and add 1 quart of so- 
.diu'm silicate, stirring the mixture 
thoroughly. The eggs should be. placed 
Jn-the solution. If sufficient eggs'are 
not 'Obtainable when the solution, is 
Sr.st made, additional eggs, may be. 
added from time to time. 
Be very 


careful to allow at least two Inches of 
tho solution to cover the eggs at all 
times. Place the crock containing the 
preserved eggs in a cool, dry place, 
well covered to prevent evaporation. 
Waxed paper' covered over and tied 
around the top of the crock, will, an- 
swer this purpose.

Llmewater .May Be Used. 


When water-glass cannot be ob- 


tained, limewatf-t- may be used ,in'its 
stead. 
Dissolve 2 or 3 pounds of 


unslaked lime in 5 gallons-:of water 
Hint has previously bee'n boiled and 
allowed to cool, and allow the mix- 
ture TO stand until the lime settles, 
nnd the liquid is clear. .Place clean, 
Cresh eggs in a clean earthenware jug

Clean and Store Incubators. 


After the hatching season is over, 


clean and 
disinfect 
the 
Incubator. 


Empty the lamps and carefully'store 
the parts Inside, the machine.- Lamps 
containing oil which are allowed to 
remain in place on the incubator for 
some time after the hatching season 
may cause trouble when.the machine 
is started again as the oil tends to 
work up into the hood. The Incubator 
should be disinfected once a year or 
oftener if any disease is present in the 
hens or chickens. 
Some 
operators 


'prefer to disinfect their incubators 
before or after eacli hatch. A strong 
solution of a reliable, coal-tar .dlsinftic- 
tant may be used to wash out tbe 
machlne'and to disinfect the egg tivj-s 
and nursery drawer. 


If the' burlap on the bottom of the 


Incubator is very dirty 
It . may 
be 


cheaper to renew than to clean It. 
With an Incubator of about 3 cubic 
feet . capacity one may 
disinfect by 


pouring one-half ounce of formalin, 
which contains 40 per cent formaldi- 
hyde, on one-hnlf ounce of-perman- 
ganate of potash in a pan in the In- 
cubator. This produces a very, pene- 
trating gus and thoroughly disinfects 
the machine. 
The door of the incu- 


bator should be closed jiist as eoon 
as the liquid Is poured Into the paif 
and left closed for 12 hours or longer. 
Incubators should be well aired be- 
fore'they nre used alter disinfecting, 
especially when formaldehyde or «ny 
disinfectant which produces a gas h«» 
been used..

If Hce become numer- 
ous on chickens or If they ar« trou- 
bled with' "hend lice", a "very .little 
grease such us lard or vaseline may 
be applied with the fingers on th* 
head, neck, under the wings, and 
around th'e vent. Great care should be 
taken, however, not to get too much 
grease on the chickens as it will stop 
their growth and in some cases may 
prove fatal:- Sodium fluorld,> white 
powder, is an excellent remedy for all 
Hce of chickens, entomologists of-the 
United States department of agricuV- 
ture .have discovered. In' Farmers' 
Bulletin SOI, "Mites and Lice on Poul- 
try," the specialists described the use 
of this new remedy for old and young 
chickens.

SPRING GREENS—GOOD TO EAT. GOOD FOR BODY 


It Takes Half a Bushel of Spinach to Make a Pint of Food, but That Pint 


Has Valuable Iron and Mineral Salts Which Human Bodies Nsed.

Soup Recipe. 


It Is springtime! Don't neglect to 


give your family some good old-fash- 
ioned greens. 
If you live in a large 


city, you may have to depend upon the 
greens which some country woman 
brings to market or upon spinach or 
kalei which can usually be bought even 
In winter. If you live In the country, 
perhaps your instinct bns already told 
you that the 'tender green leaves of 
the 
dandelion, lamb's-qr.nrter, wild 


mustard, or whatever variety of greens 
your locality affords are waiting for 
someone to gather 
tliPin 
for 
food. 


People from primitive times to this 
have manifested a craving for green 
food as winter passes and springtime 
approaches. 
Probably this craving 


arises from a real need of our bodies 
for the materials which such foods 
furnish. 


Iron Is Essential. 


What is the particular use of sucL 


foods to^our bodies? All green leaves 
contain in combination with the greet, 
coloring matter mofe or less iron. Tf 
we are to nave rich, red blood we 
must furnish this Iron to our bodies. 
Dandelion greens are one of the very 
good sources of iron, containin-v more 
than many other sorts of green leaves. 
If we serve greens with hard-boiled 
egg for garnish, we have a dish very 
rich In Iron, for the egg yolk con- 
tributes Its share. 


Besides the iron and other mineral 


Baits, the leaf vegetables contain a 
very important substance which the 
body must hnve for normal growth and 
development. This substance, recently 
discovered and for which n name has 
not yet been given. Is also found In 
butterfat and some other animal fats, 
but not in every food. 


Greens have a place of real worth 


In the diet a&d-should be used in every 
household not only In springtime but 
late into the summer and. when pro- 
curable,. In the winter also. 
The- 


tender beet tops, celery tops, radish 
tops, 
onion -tops, and 
turnip tops 


should not be discarded, but served as 
greens. A little space In the garden 
devoted to spinach, New Zealand spln- 
nch, or French chard will supply the 
family with summer greens and also 
should afford some material for can- 
ning for use during the winter months. 


Lettuce leaves, which are some- 


times cooked for greens, and spinach, 
both being mild flavored and contain- 
ing much water, require no water for 
cooking In addition to that which clings 
to the leaves from washing. 
Other 


stronger-flavored greens are usually 
cooked !c. a small amount of water. 
Greens should be cooked until tender, 
but not overcooked. 
A tiny bit of 


baking soda added to the water they 
«re cooked in will help the greens to 
retain their color. 


In the country where meat Is cured 
at home. It used to be the custom to 
keep the jowlvof the hog for the espe- 
cial purpose of cooking it with greens 
In the spring. If the jowl is not at hand, 
a small piece of salt pork or the rind 
from smoked bacon gives richness *nd 
flavor when cooked with greens. 


Children should be encouraged to 


eat greens, as they especially need the 
Iron and the growth-promoting sub- 
stance which greens furnish. Some- 
times they object to the slightly bitter 
taste which some greens have, but If 
made Into milk soups, the flavor Is 
diluted so that it is not noticeable.

A 
plattor hpapetl with loose, flaky ker- 
nels of rico is not only pleasing to tho 
eye, 
but satisfying to the apetito. It 


Is very prohabln that the attract I v<- »p- 
pcaranco of this dish on the South 
Carolina 'table has had much to do 
with tho popularity and usefulness of 
rice in that stnto. 


Jn seeking information on tho art or 


cooking rico. no mistake Is mndo in nv 
fen-Ins to South Carolina, when? the 
truo vnluo of this cereal lias boon up- 
procintod for over two centuries. A 
Carolina housewife would adviso tho 
uslnjr of one pint of rice, nftor thor- 
ough' washing, which sho considers Im- 
portant, "to a quart and n pint of wa- 
ter," 
11 ml a tpnsp'ionful of common 


salt. "Tills is to ho boiled over a niilclc 
flre for ten minutos, stirring occasion- 
ally. Then pour off all or nearly all 
tho water; cover the vessel nnd put 
over a very slow fire, and allow It to 
steam for J5 minutes at least, stirring 
occasionally. 
Tho rice will he soft or 


grainy, according to tho quantity of 
water loft on It when put to stenm, and 
tho length of time allowed In the 
steaming. Tho larger tho quantity of 
water and the shorter the steaming, 
the softer will be tho rice." 


Of course, other methods nre used In 


boiling rice or at least modifications of 
the recipe Klvcn, but It must ho re- 
membered that the results should not 
be a glutinous mass und that success 
deponds upon the proper amount of 
water used and the length of time In 
steamin?.

length of the hall, and was carried a limp piece 
of bloody wreckage to the sick bay. 


They had lo operate to save his life, the sur- 


geon said. That in a storm that was making the 
Kamiipo behave like an outlaw horse.

The wind was from the 


north nnd was making the ship roll terribly. They 
•turned her bow. into Ihe gale and faced into it 
for two hours, because tlie motion that way was 
en'sler.

two hours tlie Rnmapo steamed slowly into its

•The ordeal of the never-ending series of storms 
was sufficient . to 'try men's souls, occupied by 


'. other worry. 
But over the Kamapo hung an- 


other threat—the menace that, envelops any ves- 
sel that faces out across the Atlantic. 


"Watchful waiting"'—the men of the Ramapo 


grew -to know the. lirue inward agony of the 
word.
